stances leading up to the request of Mr. Robert Morris, counsel fer 
the above mentioned committee, for an appearence on the part of Mr. 
Wisner before an executive session of his committee, General Smith 
racomended as follows: 


a. That Messrs. Pforsheimer and__ arrange for Mre Z25X1A 
Morris to eal] at the Central Intelligence Agency for a dis- 
cussion of this matter in an effort to resolve this informally 
and thus avoid a formal appearance by Mr. Wisner before the 
committees 


be Notify the appropriate officials of the Department of 
State of this development and what we propose to doe 


Ge If it should become necessary for Mr. Wisner to testify, 
ebtain an understanding that no subordinate of his will be called 
and that the appearance will be before an executive session of 
the committee after briefing the committee as to the sensitivity 
of CIA and its relationships, and that no questions sould be 
asked about CIA operations. 


2. General Smith recommended that Mr. ‘isner take the following 
line for the purposes of discussions with counsel for the committee, 
or for his testimony before the committee itself if he appears. 


a, Make a brief factual statement to the effect that

the lines of the recommendation. He would have done so be- 
eause of the fact that by a skillful manipulation of indi- 
viduals suspected of having sympéthies and contacts or 
oommections with the opposition, it is often possible to 
achieve important psychological and political, eas well as 
pilitary, results not susceptible of accomplishment in other 
ways. More specifically, through the careful use of double 
agents deception of the enemy can be achieved + this being a 
es ttern of secret operations.
